House defies Ford, 


votes oil price lid 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The House 
shoved aside warnings of another White 
House veto Wednesday and voted to 
restore oil price controls. 
“TTiis will never get the President’s 
approval,” Rep. Clarence J. Brown, R- 
Ohio, said of the House votes on a 
comprehensive energy bill. 
Brown’s motion to strike from the bill 
language restoring price controls that 
expired Aug 31 was defeated 242 to 151. 
Presklent Ford already has vetoed one 
bill to extend price curbs on oil produced 
in the United States and that veto was 
sustained. 
As the bill now stands, "old oil,” 
based on a 1972 production level, could 
be sold for no more than $5 25 per barrel, 
"new oil” for no more than $7.50 and oil 
from hard to get places, such as the 
Arctic or offshore, could be sold for up 
to $10 a barrel. 
The House also kept in its bill a 
provision to allocate fuel. A Brown 
motion to strike that was defeated 239 to 
150 
As it stands now, the bill would limit 
gasoline supplies for service stations to 
somewhat below the 1973-74 base. 
Because consumption since 1974 has 
been lower than 1973-74 the provision has

little practical impact unless gasoline 
use rises sharply. 
The House also voted to reduce from 
800 to approximately 80 the number of 
government officials who can have 
chauffeur-driven 
governm ent 
limousines. Rep. Jim Santini, D-Nev., 
said the vote will save $13 million in 
drivers' salaries and half a million 
gallons of gasoline a year. 


The highest officials who would be 
allowed 
to

limousines and drivers would include 
several leaders of House and Senate. 
The fuel-saving estimate on Santini’s 
amendment 
was 
based 
on 
the 
anticipated difference between the fuel 
efficiency of full-sized limousines and 
replacement cars. 
Among other actions Wednesday on 
the comprehensive energy bill, the 
House: 
—Voted to remove a section that 
would require federal monitoring of 
industry’s goals for energy conservation 
and require periodic industry reports. 
—Rejected an attempt to bar busing of 
school children by regulating fuel 
allocations to school transportation 
systems. 
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Thrift bid to limit 
zoning enforcement

The new austerity program enunciated in county government this week — partly 
due to pressure by militant tax reform advocate — will mean that enforcement of 
county zoning regulations "w ill be seriously curtailed,” Planning Director Britt 
Johnson informed the County Planning Commission Wednesday. 
Johnson’s announcement came as 
several commission members relayed 
complaints that the county has been 
failing to bear down on a Santa Maria 
area subdivider, and generally has taken 
measures 
which 
could 
only 
be 
interpreted as passive in the case of 
others in known violation of the zoning 
ordinance. 
Asked about this, Johnson brought up 
the newest development at the County 
level affecting his enforcement section 
which adds up to one full-time person. 
" I can now predict all except the most 
flagrant of zoning violations possibly 
won’t be attended to for lack of 
personnel,” he said. 
"When was it otherwise’ ” queried 
veteran 
commissioner 
Dr. 
M.V. 
Duncan, of Lompoc. 
"It’s true, we’ve never had enough 
manpower to go and ferret abuses,” 
Johnson retorted. 
This exchange came as Assistant 
Planning Director Carl Kraemer said 
Mark Smith, developer of Foxenwood 
Estates, has been notified "he is in 
violation.” 
Foxenwood 
residents 
previously 
charged that Smith has violated the 
zoning ordinance by allowing the setting 
up of a "full-fledged real estate office” 
in a former subdivision sales office in 
the residential portion of the tract. 
These 
protests 
were 
renewed 
Wednesday before the commission, with 


observations made that the developers 
seem to be ready to move it to another 
undesirable location. 
The planners were asked why it was 
that the developer was able to flout the 
ordinance and convert it from a sales 
office for the development "into a real 
estate office with staff, a construction 
office, drafting office and business 
office.” 
The expanded office has created 
noise, traffic congestion and extreme 
commercialism in a residential area 
containing high priced housing units, it 
was stated. 
The 
commission, 
after hearing 
complaints from Commissioner Zita 
Nielsen, of Solvang, that violators were 
allowed 
to 
continue 
their 
illegal 
operations, continued for one week a 
proposed ordinance change designed to 
restrict subdivision tract offices. 
Johnson also promised to look into an 
alleged subdivision sign violation cited 
by Mrs. Nielsen in the Santa Ynez 
Valley. 
Deputy 
County 
Counsel 
Susan 
Trescher informed the commission that 
in the case of non-criminal cases 
affecting the county government, the 
aim was to try to force compliance for a 
time before initiating legal action, 
although there were cases that have 
dragged on for years.

Second Beirut 


cease-fire 


shattered 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (U PI) — The 
second cease-fire in Beirut in as many 
days was shattered today by sporadic 
mortar, rocket, and machine gun fire 
from warring factions of leftist and 
rightist militias. 
At least 26 persons died in fighting 
that began after midnight, and dozens of 
others were wounded, police sources 
said. The toll was expected to go higher 
when full casualties were announced. 
A cease-fire, the second arranged in 
two days, was set by rival religious and 
political leaders at 4 p.m., but afterward 
scattered firing mixed with the booms of 
exploding rockets and mortars could 
still be heard from the main battle zones 
downtown. 
In the Karantina district, close to 
Beirut port, shooting was particularly 
heavy as right-wing Phalangists, who 
are predominantly Christian, battled 
Moslem groups. 
"They have been trying to push us out 
of here all night,” one Phalangist said. 
"But they won’t, this is our piece of 
Lebanon — our country.” 
Barricades were up at virtually every 
corner around the main bazaar area, 
and 
bullets 
peppered 
the 
road 
preventing reporters from getting close 
to the city center, whose main squares 
were occupied by Moslem leftists at 
barricades. 
A weeping Beirut radio announcer 
broke down while giving news of the 
fighting and relaying hospital appeals 
for blood donars. 
"Please don’t burn our country!” he 
said. “ We are not ready to have our 
country burned! What is the reason for 
this madness? Please, please stop! ”

But he said the FDA requested the 
experiment in simulating contamination 
of their drinking water. He said a 
special drill punctured a water pipe, a 
harmless dye was injected and it quickly 
permeated the entire system. It could as 
well have been a lethal poison, he said. 
Senseny said in the mid 1960’s, he led a 
group of about 20 Army civilian 
employes who carried out a simulated 
biological attack on the 6th and 8th 
Avenue subways in New York. 
"I was a phantom who wept through 
the cars,” Senseny said. 
He said the group was armed with 
what appeared to be light bulbs, which, 
when dropped between cars on the 
tracks, would break and release a gas. 
In this case, a harmless substance was 
substituted, but monitoring equipment 
showed that contamination would have 
extended from 14th Street to 58th Street.

Senseny said he did not believe New 
York authorities were told of the 
experiment. He also said the passengers 
were not told. 


On the House side, Samuel A. Adams, 
a former CIA analyst, told the Select 
Committee on Intelligence the United 
States was caught off guard by the 1968 
Tet offensive in South Vietnam because 
of "corruption in the intelligence 
process.”

It was announced in Brighton, England this morning at the X V III International 
Congress on Occupational Health that "quite a success story of industrial hygiene” 
has occurred at the Johns-Manville Corp. plant in Lompoc since 1953 


Dr. W. Clark Cooper, an occupational health consultant, and Dr. George Jacobson, 
a USC medical professor, made the announcement based on the results of a 21-year 
x-ray follow-up survey of J-M workers. 


The survey shows that pneumoconiosis — "white lung disease” — is no longer a 
major hazard to be experienced by most diatomite mining workers. It also shows 
that today’s workers are better off if they were hired after 1953 


The Lompoc chapter of the International Chemical Workers Union indicated 
yesterday that they will make an official statement on the survey after their doctors 
have reviewed it later this week. 
Conducted by Dr. Cooper of Environmental Analysts Inc. of Berkeley and Dr. 
Jacobson and financed by Johns-Manville, the survey reports that: 
— A review of chest x-rays of 428 current J-M employes, taken 21 years after a 
similar survey by the Public 
Health Service 
in 
1953, 
shows a 
continued drop in the incidence of 
pneumoconiosis (a lung disease caused 
by 
breathing 
calcined, 
or 
heated 
diatomaceous earth. > 
— Of the current work force, 20 (4.7 
per cent) had x-rays interpreted as 
positive for pneumoconiosis, but in eight 
of these, changes had been present on 
pre-employment x-rays or were not 
regarded as pneumoconiotic, so that 12 
or 2.8 per cent were regarded as 
probably 
representing 
diatomite 
pneumoconiosis. All but one of these 12 
had been employed before 1953. 
— The 129 current employes who had 
been on the work force 20 years or more 
included 11 with positive x-rays; four of 
these had been negative in 1953, one 
doubtful, and six had had definite 
pneumoconiosis at that time. All but one 
had had exposures to the plant’s mill. 
The 
1953 x-ray survey found a 
strikingly 
high 
percentage 
of 
pneumoconiosis 
at 
five 
diatomite 
mining and processing plants in the 
western U.S., including J-M in Lompoc. 
Some 869 workers were examine** Of 
the 251 who had been employed for five 
or more years, 25 per cent had positive 
x-rays. Of the 100 employes who had 
worked exclusively in the mills, where 
exposure to calcined diatomaceous 
earth is greatest, 48 per cent were 
reported as having positive x-rays. 
The survey found 27.1 per cent of the 
J-M work force with positive x-rays as 
compared to the 4.7 per cent found in the 
1974 follow-up survey. 
The year 1953 is important because it 
was then that J-M began a strict dust 
control program that respirators to be 
worn by packers, unit loaders and all 
others with high risk exposures to 
calcined diatomite (see photo). 
In a letter this week to the Record, Dr. 
Cooper wrote, “ In my opinion, the 
situation at the Lompoc plant is 
extraordinarily good in terms of x-ray 
changes that indicate pneumoconiosis or 
silicosis. It is a remarkable change from 
1953. The single individual hired since 
1953 who now has a positive x-ray, did 
not have very definitive changes and 
may ultimately prove not to have 
pneumoconiosis. 


"The finding that impressed me most 
in this survey,” said Dr. Cooper, "was 
the 
complete 
absence 
of 
severe 
complicated pneumoconiosis, which in 
earlier days led to massive fibrosis, 
distortion of the thoracic structures and 
serious disability.” 


Doctors Cooper and Jacobson plainly 
attribute the reduction of the lung 
disease to J-M’s dust control and 
respirator programs. For Dr. Cooper, 
the 21-year follow-up survey was the 
fourth x-ray survey he has participated 
in at J-M since 1953. The first three — 
1953,1963, and 1969 — were initiated and 
conducted by governmental agencies. 
The 1974 survey was the undertaking of 
Environmental Analysts Inc. at the cost 
of J-M. 


According to Tom McCall, president 
of the ICWU, the union had no part in the 
latest survey.

Eight 
supervisors manning Berkeley’s strike- 
crippled fire department today fought to 
control a blaze in three houses in a 
crowded neighborhood of old persons 
and invalids. Striking firemen looked on, 
but residents helped out and pulled two 
women in wheelchairs to safety. 


Strike director Freeman Long of the 
Fire Fighters Association said some of 
the firemen who walked off the job 
three-and-a-half weeks ago in a demand 
for higher pay were at the scene but did 
not join in battling the blaze. 
"We’re on strike,” he said. 
The small group of supervisory 
personnel guarding this city of 150,000 
fought four fires from late Wednesday 
night through the morning. At the three- 
house blaze, they were aided by an 
engine company of the California 
Forestry Service under a state disaster 
service plan. 
Fire Capt. Carl Harper said today’s 
early morning blaze broke out in a 
vacant house in the crowded residential 
area. The house was completely gutted, 
said fire chief Bill Brock, and two homes 
next to it were damaged, one badly. 


Brock suffered a burned foot and was 
treated at a hospital. He said a police 
officer who helped in the rescue 
operation was hospitalized because of 
smoke inhalation. 
“ It’s mostly older people and invalids 
confined to their homes in that area,” 
said Brock. "The neighbors—about 15 of 
them— really helped out getting them 
out. They also pitched in because their 
own homes were endangered.” 
Today’s three-house blaze, brought 
under control swiftly, erupted in a 
neighborhood of old two-and three-story 
homes built close together.

Wetzel Trucking of 1317 Onstott Rd in 
Lompoc has User, cited for safety 
violations 
in donned ion

industrial accident that killed Richard 
L. Anderson as he operated a skip loader 
at the San juinn Ranch last month. 
The industrial safety division of the 
California Department of Industrial 
Relations 
issued 
citations 
to 
the 
company for a serious violation and a 
non-serious violation 
Wetzel Trucking, however, was not 
mentioned as a defendant in the $1.5 
million wrongful death suit filed by the 
widow of 33-year-old Anderson on Sept. 4 
in Superior Court in Santa Maria. 
Defendants listed were Grefco Inc., 
Lompoc Valley Trucking Co., and Ed E. 
Hauenstein, 
a 
Lompoc 
trucking 
contractor. 
Anderson, who was employed by 
Wetzel Trucking, had lived in Santa 
Ynez and was the father of two children 
On Aug. 11, he was operating a skip 
loader at, according to the citation, the 
"Brushbridge Quarry — Grefco” on the 
San Julian Ranch when a bank of 
diatomaceous earth collapsed onto the 
loader and pinned him against the 
steering wheel. 
The serious violation citation claims 
that there was "failure to maintain” an 
adequately slooped quarry face "in 
relation to the height limitation of the 
excavating equipment used, and the 
composition of the stockpiled material ” 
The non-serious violation citation 
reports that the skip loader was not 
equipped with a roll-bar or adequate 
cover, and so did not provide Anderson 
with proper protection from "falling and 
rolling objects. ” 
Wetzel Trucking has to have the 
violations corrected by today or be 
subject to a penalty fine up to $1,000 a 
day until the corrections are made. 


According to Wayne Kogl, the district 
manager of the Santa Barbara branch 
office of the industrial safety division, 
the company may be fined up to $1,000 
for the serious violation and under $500 
for the non-serious violation, depending 
on the company’s size and safety 
history. 
The quarry is located two-and-a-half 
miles east of Highway 1, about eight 
miles south of Lompoc. 
No court date has been set on the law

Pauling gets 


science award 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — President 
Ford today presented America’s highest 
science award to 13 people, including 
two-time Nobel Prize winner Linus 
Pauling, who has long been at odds with 
presidents over foreign and nuclear 
policy. 
Ford said on presenting the National 
Medals of Science before a crowd of 
about 200 in the White House East Room 
that “ we owe a great debt" to the 
recipients for their work "that has 
touched and enriched the lives of all of 
us.” 
The controversial Pauling, twice 
turned down for the award during the 
presidency of Richard M. Nixon, shook 
hands enthusiastically with Ford and 
smiled as he was handed his medal. 
Ford said Americans are indebted to 
all men and women who have made the 
United States a world leader 
in 
scientific achievement and that their 
efforts should inspire the nation as it 
observes its 200th anniversary. 
"The whole spirit of science, one that 
urges us here in the United States to 
innovate, to explore the unknown, to 
answer the unanswered, is the true 
spirit of America," he said.

Panel lists predictions 
of county water demand

County reporter 
The County Water Advisory Committee last 
night voted in favor of a schedule of estimated 
county demands for state project water that 
include 35,000 acre feet in 1965, new agricultural 
irrigation and full entitlement demand of 57,700 
acre feet by 1995. 
The 5-3 vote of the committee beaded by Dr. 
William Bollay, Goleta Valley, came after a 
nearly 
all-day 
session 
in 
the 
County 
Administration Building. 
County Water Agency directors on Monday 
had 
asked 
Dr. 
Bollay 
to 
present 
the 
recommendations of Charles H. Lawrance, 
Water 
Agency 
engineer-manager, 
to 
the 
committee prior to agency directors’ action 
expected on Monday. 
The committee vote endorsed the Lawrance 
recommendations with a slight change of 
estimating the full entitlement of 57,000 acre 
feet will be in demand by 1995 rather than 
starting in the year 2000. 
Tentative demand in acre feet seen without 
new irrigation agriculture — in accord with the 
Lawrence recommendation — starts with 20,000 
in 1965, with added increments of 10,000 acre 
feet seen for the next three 10-year periods and 
winding up with 57,700 in 2005 
Dr. Bollay, who had felt demand estimates 
should be on a larger scale, voted “ no” along 
with former County Supervisor Curtis Tunnell 


of Santa Maria, and Ed Rodgers of Lompoc. 
The committee’s recommendation goes along 
to the Water Agency directors in time to act on 
it to meet a deadline for reply set by the State 
Department of Water Resources. 
The state agency had requested the county 
set up a schedule of five-year deliveries to this 
county from State Project baaed on estimated 
demand. 
The vote was important, commented Robert 
Hunt, 
County 
Farm 
Bureau 
executive 
secretary, because it was the “ first time they 
have said water 
will be needed” from the 
project in the county. 
Making the motion to approve the Lawrance 
recommendations was Mrs. 
Joan Kerns, 
Montecito County Water District director, 
representing the First District. Dean Mann, of 
Goleta, seconded the motion. Also voting in 
favor were Maj. Gen Tom Van Natta, of Santa 
Barbara; George L. Cotsenmoyer, of Lompoc 
and Arve Sjovold, of Santa Barbara. 
Thirteen members of the 20-man committee 
— four from each of the five supervisorial 
districts — attended the morning session. But 
only eight were on hand when the key vote took 
place

WASHINGTON (U Pli — The Senate has passed a measure 
described by its sponsor as its first substantive move to prevent 
busing of school children 
On a vote of 50-43, the Senate Wednesday approved an 
amendment to a Health, Education and Welfare Department 
appropriations bill that would prevent HEW from using the threat 
of fund cutoffs to force school systems to bus children for the 
purpose of desegregation 
“ It is my understanding that this was the first time the Senate 
has passed a substantive amendment to prevent busing,” said 
Delaware Sen Joseph Biden, a liberal Democrat 
In floor debate he said. “ Busing will not work It is a bankrupt 
concept ... Busing has become to domestic social policy in the 
1970s what the Vietnam war was to American foreign policy in the 
1960s.” 
But he said the amendment would not affect busing ordered by 
courts. 
The amendment reads: “ None of the funds appropriated under 
this act shall be used to require any school, school system, or 
other educational institution, as a condition for receiving funds, 
grants, or other benefits from the federal government, to assign 
students or teachers by race.” 
HEW has responsibility for determining whether school 


districts are in compliance with federal civil rights laws so they 
can receive federal funds 
It negotiates settlements with 
communities 
But it spends no money on busing, a function of communities 
acting either voluntarily or under federal court order 
The department has rarely in recent years exercised its power 
to use federal funds as a lever to force desegregation. 
Before passing the Biden amendment, the Senate defeated, 46- 
43, a move by Sen Jesse Helms, R-N.C., to adopt the Biden 
language plus a section preventing HEW from compiling records 
used to identify school systems that are segregated. 
Sen Edward Brooke, RMass., the Senate's only black, said the 
Biden admeiKfanent would “ nullify programs needed to ensure 
compliance with the 1964 civil rights act.” He said the busing issue 
is "a red herring ’ 
HEW Secretary David Mathews told UPI before the Senate vote 
that his department would continue to accept busing plans 
voluntarily negotiated by local school districts. 
President Ford criticized federal courts Tuesday for ordering 
busing before resorting to other measures contained in a 1974 law 
Deputy press secretary William Greener told reporters at the 
White House Wednesday that Ford does not want to make busing a

Vietnam war intelligence snafu 
Public told lies on Reds' strength 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 
former CIA official told Con­ 
gress today the United States 
was caught off guard by the 
1966 Tet offensive in South 
Vietnam 
because 
of 
“ corruption in the intelligence 
process.” 
“ Although our aim was to 
fool the American press, the 
public and the Congress, we in 
intelligence succeeded best in 
fooling 
ourselves,” 
said 
Samuel A. Adams, a former 
Central Intelligence Agency 
analyst. 
Adams said “ in the months 
before 
the 
offensive, 
U.S. 
intelligence had deliberately 
downgraded the strength of the 
enemy army 
in order to 
portray the Viet Cong as 
weaker than they 
actually 
were.” 
Adams told the House Select 
Committee on Intelligence he 
was the only full time CIA 
analyst studying the Viet Cong 
between September, 1965 and 
November, 1967. 
He testified the Tet offensive 
“ which caught the American 
intelligence community largely 
by surprise ... stemmed in 
large measure from corruption 
in the intelligence process.” 
Adams testified the CIA 
became aware of a considera­ 
ble build-up of Communist 
troop 
strength 
in 
South 
Vietnam during late 1966 and 
1967. He said the CIA wanted to 


increase the official estimate 
of Communist troop levels, but 
the Pentagon, “ fearing the 
public 
reaction 
to 
higher 
numbers,” lobbied to keep the 
estimate at a lower level. 
Adams said he did not know if 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
knew of the estimates. Asked 
whose policy it was, Adams 
replied, “ I assume you are 
asking if Mr. Johnson was the 
head of that policy. I don’t 
know. You have to realize I was 
not a very high official so I did 
not know what was going on in 
the 
White 
House.” 
The 
committee, chaired by Rep. 
Otis 
Pike, 
D-N.Y., 
heard 
testimony from Adams while 
the White House studied an 
offer 
from 
the 
panel 
to 
com prom ise 
on 
declassification 
of 
secret 
documents 
involving 
U.S. 
intelligence activités. 
Pike today predicted the 
committee would go to court to 
force White House compliance 
with its subpoenas for secret 
documents if the materials 
cannot be obtained “ without 
strings attached.” 
Among the documents re­ 
quested 
by 
the committee 
where reports dealing with the 
Tet offensive. 
Adams told the panel "it is 
my belief, and I think the 
evidence shows, that American 
intelligence had so denigrated 
the Viet Cong’s capabilities 


that we simply could not have 
predicted the size of the Tet 
attack.” 
Adams said in the second half 
of 1966, he discovered a series 
of documents at CIA headquar­ 
ters indicating the strength of 
the Communist forces, then 
officially estimated at about 
300.000, was more likely dou­ 
bled. He said in the following 
months intelligence officials 
concluded his findings were 
valid. 
"By mid-1967, the documen­ 
tary evidence for higher num­ 
bers were so massive that 
there 
was 
no longer 
any 
question that the enemy army 
was much bigger than we 
thought, "hesaid 
“ The CIA’s position at this 
point was that we should 
increase the enemy's strength 
estimate to reflect the es­ 
timate,” Adams said 
“ Fearing the public reaction 
to higher numbers, however, 
(Gen. 
William 
C ) 
West­ 
moreland’s command was lob­ 
bying to keep the estimate at 
his official level, that is, below 
300.000.” 
Adams accused the CIA of 
“ caving in” during a confer­ 
ence in Saigon in September, 
1967, and “ signing an agree­ 
ment which kept the enemy 
force estimate at his old size. ” 
He said the conference was 
attended 
by 
members 
of 
Westmoreland's command, the 


CIA, the Defense Intelligence 
Agency and State Department 
Intelligence. 
Adams said a draft from the 
briefing 
was 
sent 
to 
Washington 
and 
“ was 
so 
blatantly misleading that it 
made 
some 
CIA 
officials 
questioned 
the 
wisdom 
of 
having 
caved 
in 
to 
the 
military's numbers at Saigon. “ 
“ Congress was also fed the 
phony figures,” Adams said. 
“ The director’s new year’s 
briefing 
to 
Congress, 
for 
example, not only used the 
Saigon 
numbers, 
but 
even 
stated 
that 
the 
enemy’s 
strength was declining.' 
Adams 
said 
“ shortly 
thereafter, I was retired as the 
CIA’s chief estimator of VC 
numbers.” 
Pike’s statement today about 
the subpoena controversy was 
the latest in an increasingly 
bitter dispute between

House 
over

Dymally made the statement 
it a public hearing marked by 
warnings fromenvironmental- 
ists that geothermal develop­ 
ment could threaten wildlife 
and predictions by energy 
experts that geothermal energy 
could eliminate the need for 40 
or more nuclear power plants 
in the West. 
“ There has been a lot of hot 
air about geothermal develop­ 
ment,” Dymally suggested at 
one point. 
“ Unfortunately, little of it 
has been of the steam variety 
that can actually be harnessed 
to produce energy. We hope to 
find out why.” 
Dymally, sitting as chairman 
of the State Lands Commission 
Committee 
on 
Alternate 
Energy 
Resources, 
then 
announced plans for a task 
force to determine how best to 
use supplies of underground 
steam energy in California. 
Dymally 
said the group, 
which might meet for the first 
time Sept. 25 in San Francisco, 
must 
answer 
three 
main 
questions: 
— How can environmental 
problems be resolved without 
bogging down developers “ in a 
morass of permit hearings and 
delays?” 
— To what extent should the 
state be involved in geothermal 


development, 
including 
“ whether we want to help 
finance development or provide 
tax incentives?” 
— Should oil companies be 
involved “ in the development 
of non-oil energy sources."

Cooking 


By BETTY LAURENT 
Elderberries are in their prime. They are plentiful along local roadsides, 
says our Vandenberg Village correspondent, Jane Daly. She supplies us today 
with recipes. Once picked, they should be used without delay as they do not 
store well. For this reason they are not available in grocery shops. 
Easy to grow, the mostly large and rather coarse deciduous shrub has com­ 
pound leaves and showy clusters of white flowers which develop into attractive 
red or blackberries. They are effective planted in groups and while not par­ 
ticular as to soil and location, do especially well in partial shade and rich moist 
soil. Some varieties are prized for the making of elderberry wine and for comb­ 
ing with apples in pies. Jane makes jelly and elderberry syrup for pancakes 
and waffles. Her recipe comes from the Farm Journal Freezing and Canning 
Cookbook. 


Elderberry Jelly 
Zxk cups elderberry juice from about 3Vi lbs. ripe berries. 
Apple juice (optional) 
Vt cup fresh lemon juice, strained 
7Vz cups sugar 
1 pkg. powdered fruit pectin 
„ 
Prepare berries by removing large stems. Place in large kettle and crush. 
Cover and simmer about 15 minutes. Strain through jelly bag. Measure juice. 
Should there not be quite enough, add apple juice. Add lemon juice and pour 
into large kettle. 
Heat, adding sugar, and bring to a boil, stirring constantly. Add pectin. Bring 
to a full rolling boil and boil hard 1 minute. Remove from heat, skim off foam 
and pour into hot glasses or jars. Cover with parrafin at once. Or, adjust lids on 
jars and process in boiling water bath (212 degrees) for five minutes. Remove 
from canner and complete seals unless closures are self-sealing types. 
For the pancake-waffle syrup, Jane uses the same recipe, doubling all in­ 
gredients except for the pectin, the amount of this remaining at 1 package. 
Sweetened elderberries are sometimes eaten with cream or as an added 
taste touch with custards or bread pudding. A few drops of lemon juice brings 
out their flavor. 


Using lettuce 
Add these two to the lettuce recipes published last week. They are tasty and 
different. From my own files I choose an easy appetizer. 
First it was chips in dips, then fondues. Now for hors d'oeuvres, the newest 
thing is the old Chinese trick of wrapping foods in crisp lettuce leaves. A bit of 
a challenge to wrap up but they add interest and excitement to a party. The 
secret is to use just a small amount of filling. 


Fried Rice Rolls 
Vz cup sliced green onions 


talents 


2 tbsp. vegetable oil 
2 cups cooked rice 
1 cup diced cooked chicken 
1 cup diced cooked shrimp 
1 can (5 oz.) water chestnuts, sliced 
3 tbsp. soy sauce 
Mb tsp. pepper 
2 eggs, slightly beaten 
12 lettuce leaves 
Saute onions in oil until tender crisp. Stir in rice, chicken, shrimp, water 
chestnuts, soy sauce, pepper. Cook until thoroughly heated. Stir in eggs and 
continue cooking, stirring constantly until eggs are done. 
Spoon mixture onto serving dish. Garnish with ripe olives, radish roses and 
sweet pickle strips, as desired. Arrange lettuce leaves cm separate plate. To 
eat, spoon fried rice onto lettuce leaves and roll up neatly. Eat with fingers 
while hot. Makes six servings. 
For another taste treat try: Lettuce Bread 
1 head iceberg lettuce 
lMi cups sifted flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
xk teaspoon baking soda 
xk teaspoon salt 
Vib teaspoon ground mace 
1/3 teaspoon ground ginger 
1 cup sugar 
xk cup oil 
1V2 teaspoons grated lemon rind 
2 eggs 
xk cup chopped walnuts 
Core, rinse and drain lettuce; chill until crisp in plastic bag. Finely chop 
enough to measure 1 cup; chill remainder for other use. Sift flour with baking 
powder, soda, salt and spices. Combine sugar, oil and lemon rind ; mix in flour 
combination and chopped lettuce. Add eggs, one at a time, beating well after 
each addition. Stir in walnuts. Turn into greased and floured 8V2 x 2V2 glass loaf 
pan. Bake at 350 degrees. Cool in pan, invert on wire rack. Sprinkle with 
powdered sugar if you wish. Makes 1 loaf.

Cesar Chavez claimed a key 
victory today in balloting at 
nfïore than a score of ranches 
belonging

sented by the rival Teamsters 
Union. 
Chavez said the latest figures 
show the UFW with 2,000 votes 
at member ranches to 300 for 
the Teamsters. 
Chavez'

won a state ruling in the 
dispute over farm union elec­ 
tions 
at 
the 
156 
ranches 
belonging to the association. 
The state Agricultural Labor 
Relations board decided ballots 
in elections at the ranches 
would be counted on a ranch-by 
ranch basis as requested by the 
UFW. 
The Teamsters and growers 
wanted the ballots (x>unted on a 
statewide basis with the win­ 
ning union representing all the 
association’s farm workers. 
Because of the dispute, the 
board 
Sept. 
8 
impounded 
ballots of elections at nearly 50 
association 
ranches 
in 
the 
Salinas Valley. Following its 
ruling Wednesday, the toard 
ordered that a tally of the votes 
be started immediately. 
“Our victories are the result 
of the courage of the people 
who have stood firm against 
extreme pressure and intimida­ 
tion,” Chavez said. “We are 
outnumbered 
by 
the same 
powerful 
grower-Teamster 
combination 
that 
we 
have 
fought for five years.” 


A 
board spokesman said 
based evidence heard during a 
hearing on the issue, the board 
determined the current multi­ 
employer bargaining unit of the 
association 
was 
"inappro­ 
priate.” 
Meantime, the Teamsters 
won two representations elec­ 
tions Wednesday over the UFW 
while UFW took one uncontest­ 
ed election.

Miss Fromme, 26, preparing 
her own case from her isolation 
jail cell, also will ask again 
that she be released without 
bail so she can participate in 
her defense. 
Chief U.S. District Court 
Judge Thomas MacBride low­ 
ered her bail Tuesday from the

$350,000. Her attorney, federal 
defender E. Richard Walker, 
said at the time he would ask

Her roommate and fellow 
Manson cult member, Sandra 
Good, 31, said Miss Fromme 
probably would not have time 
to meet with reporters during

that allows her to discuss 
anything except her case. 


"The press comes second to 
her case,” Miss Good said 
"She wants first to be with the 
ones she loves and trusts"

most of her visiting time 
scheduled for Thursday nights 
She said reporters would have 
to negotiate with jailers for 
interviews at other times

But Sacram ento

Sheriff’s Department agreed to 
allow Miss Fromme to meet

tours in Vietnam who taught a 
race relations course at Lang­ 
ley AFB, Va., before he was 
suspended pending the hearing. 
“ If I had the choice, I would 
never be a gay individual .. but 
I have to live with myself, and 
it’s something I can’t choose.” 
Air Force regulations ban 
practicing homosexuals from 
the service. Matlovich sought 
to convince the panel he should 
be 
allowed 
to 
retain 
his 
position, 
and 
his 
admitted 
sexual preference. 
His peers, 
superiors, 
and 
former students praised Mat- 
lovich's 
ability, 
and 
many 
testified 
that 
admitting his 
homosexuality would help in 
his classes. 
Matlovich’s homosexuality is 
not questioned. Both the Air 
Force and the defense lawyers 
agreed 
he 
had 
homosexual 
relationships while on active 
duty, twice with consenting

Matlovich said his training as 
a human relations instructor 
brought him face to face with 
other homosexuals and eventu­ 
ally with himself.

Saigon in June, after spending an uneventful 42 days under the new

“We paid five taels of gold each to the fishing boat’s three-man commercial ship picked 
crew," said Tran Kim Khanh, who escaped with his two younger authorities in Thailand, 
brothers and a sister.

BOSTON (UPI) - The executive director of the 
National Foothill League Players Association said 
today he is confident an interim agreement reached 
with owners would guarantee the NFL season opening 
on time Sunday. 
Ed Garvey, arriving at Logan International Airport 
from New York for a meeting with New England 
Patriot players, said “Oh, sure,“ when asked if he 
expected the season to open as scheduled Sunday. 
Garvey was accompanied by William J. Usury, chief 
federal mediator and Sargent Karch of the NFL 
Council. Also expected at the meeting were player 
representatives of the New York Giants and the New 
York Jets. 
They refused to discuss details of a “memo of 
understanding" signed this morning in New York. 


“ I would prefer not to discuss points 
of the 
agreement until we talk to the Patriots," Usury said 
before leaving for a meeting with the striking New 
England team at Foxboro. 
The Patriots initiated the strike against NFL owners 
last Saturday when they voted not to play a scheduled 
exhibition game against the New York Jets until the 
NFL Management Council came up with an acceptable 
contract proposal. 
Earlier today, Usury urged in New York all NFL 
players to resume their activities immediately so the 
season could get under way on time. 
Full detaila of the memo of agreement were to be 
presented to the Patriots, who had precipitated the 
strike crisis by refusing to play the final preseason 
game against them on Sunday. 


The New York Giants, one of the five striking clubs, 
prepared to resume their normal practice at their 
Pleasantville. N.Y. camp. 
The Washington Redskins players intended to end 
their walkout, too. 
The Patriots had been joined in their strike action by 
the Giants, Jets, Washington Redskins and Detroit 
Lions, although Lion players insisted that they were not 
technically on strike, only staying out of camp on a day- 
to-day basis. 
On Tuesday, the federal mediator had offered a 
compromise plan which the owners rejected in favor of 
their own six-point proposal. 
That proposal had called for a no-strike, no-lockout 
promise and said the owners would offer a “complete 
proposal for a collective bargaining agreement” by 


Sept. 25. 
The owners’ objection to the mediator s proposal was 
its call for a return to a 46-man squad and a dues and 
insurance checkoff system. 
In their six-point plan, the owners had promised that 
“no reprisals will be taken against any players for 
action taken before Sept. 18 ” 
Garvey had relayed the owners’ offer to the Patriots, 
but did not recommend its acceptance He said he had 
no intention of calling a general strike and would leave 
such a decision up to the players 
The NFL players have been playing without a 
contract for the last 19 months. They struck in 
preseason last year and went back without getting a 
new contract.

Trend spotters have previously called 
attention to the defunct service stations, 
some of which have been demolished 
and som e converted to other uses.

million more guns manufactured each 
year, added to the sea of 40 million 
American-owned handguns; it’s the 
largest unlicensed civil arsenal of lethal 
weapons in the history of mankind Peo­ 
ple who fear and dislike handguns are 
buying them now because they fear 
others who are buying them. And the 
National Rifle Association and the 
American Congress are laughing at us. 
Last year handguns were used to murder 
11,000 Americans, about twice the 
average casualties in Vietnam in peak 
years. “Too bad!” says the National Ri­ 
fle Association and Congress sorrowful­ 
ly. The gun homicide rate in the United 
States is 6.2 per cent per 100,000 — 10 
times above the next highest contender 
among 13 modem countries. “Perhaps 
we should look into this,’’ says 
National Rifle Association and Congress 
thoughtfully. But don’t think that 
progress isn’t being made. It is no longer 
legal to sell a machine gun to an in­ 
dividual, and under federal law a child 
can’t buy a handgun from an authorized 
dealer until he is 21.

The National Rifle Association in its 
83.5 million glass and marble nine-story 
headquarters here in Washington is the 
gun lobby that scares Congress. Some 
congressmen say they would like to do 
something about handguns — you know, 
crime and all that! — but how can they 
against an organization with a million 
members that boasts it can hit Congress 
with half a million letters in a 72-hour 
notice? Birch Bayh, Democratic Senator 
from Indiana, at a gun control hearing 
where they had a display of handguns, 
toyed negligently with a lethal little 
nickel-plated snub-nosed ladies revolver 
with a barrel one inch long — just right 
for a beaded handbag. It is called a belly- 
gun in the trade. Why couldn’t such 
things be banned, he wondered? But 
sportsmen of the NRA have an almost 
fanatical feeling that registration let 
alone outlawing of such killers would 
somehow com prom ise the farm ers’ 
favorite fall outdoor sport, hunting. 


The NRA publishes a monthly, the 
American Rifleman, whose gun advertis­ 
ing groses $1,800,000 a year of the 
organization’s $10 million budget. Lee 
Harvey Oswald saw an item he liked 
listed in the February, 1963 issue of the 
Rifleman; sent a $21.45 money order un­ 
der a fictitious name to the advertiser 
and that was all it took under the three 
enterprise system to change the course 
of history. 


The political rule is that if you won’t 
take the risk of being murdered you 
shouldn't run. It’s like the ethic M0 years 
ago about dueling. A gentleman could 
always be called out. We think that pret­ 
ty silly today but we still expect a can­ 
didate. or President, to expose himself in 
spite of the 40 million handguns and 135 
million firearms sloshing about in the 
country, and to refraim from talking 
from a television booth, where he could 
speak more conveniently and have a 
bigger audience. Gov. George Wallace 
opposed gun control; he is paralyzed 
from the w a ist down. Mr. Ford 
“ unalterably” 
opposes 
registration 
(though he favors tighter controls of gun- 
stores): he felt the breath of death on his 
face. 


I think that crim e, fueled in part by 
handguns, is one of the most rapidly 
growing and explosive political issues in 
the country. It is readymade for a 
demagogue. Think of how Nixon used it 
to attack the Supreme Court and for 
“lawnorder." Anyone who doesn’t worry 
at growing crime is as dangerous as 
Squeaky Fromme. There are signs of 
demoralization: crim e was up 17 per 
cent last year, the most rapid rise in 44 
years of recording. In 15 years, murders 
rose 106 per cent, robberies by 255 per 
cent. The courts are in a mess: 90 per 
cent of all serious crimes are plea- 
bargained (criminals can plead a lesser 
offense to save tim e.) No nation will 
stand anarchy. 
Before that comes 
repression.

In fact the price of killing presidents is 
ghoulishly low. The .44 derringer with 
which Booth shot Lincoln couldn’t have 
cost more than $15, estimates Robert 
Sherrill in his book The Saturday Night

caliber second-hand revolver with which 
he killed G arfield (with a box of 
cartridges and a small penknife thrown 
in); Czolgosz paid $4.50 for the handgun 
that killed McKinley, and I have cited 
Oswald’s expense above — though he had 
to pay $1.50 for postage plus the cost of 
his post office box, “ A. Hidell, P.O. Box 
2915. Dallas. Texas.” As for Squeaky 
Fromme, she apparently borrowed or 
stole her gun from a friend, so the cost 
wasn't anything. 


What to do? One thing to do is to read 
the five moldering presidential crime 
reports of the last seven years. There’s 
no easy answer, they say. But the 
Katzenbach. Kerner and Eisenhower 
reports are unanimous in linking rising 
statistics to social conditions, in calling 
prisons ‘graduate schools of crim e.’ in 
urging faster justice, and in demanding 
gun Tontrols.
